1. I. Claims 1-4 and 10-15, drawn to A Method for calculating 
redundant attitude, classified in class 73, subclass 170.02. 

II. Claims 5-9 and 16*24, drawn to A Method for calculating 
redundant attitude using magnetic vectors, classified in class 73, subclass 
170.02 . 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following 
reasons^ 

Inventions I and II are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable 
together in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each 
other if they are shown to be separately usable. In the instant case, 
invention II has separate utility such as use in dynamometers and flow 
sensors . See MPEP § 806.05(d).
